Pact, Minn., October 4.—A terrible 
accident beppened on the Fergus Falls branch 
of the Northern Pacific railroad, seven miles 
west of here, this morning, by which five men 


lost their lives and thirty or forty more wers 
more or lggs injured.

On 
the reer of the train was three sleeping cars 
occupied by workmen, over two hundred in 
number, all ot whom were sound asleen. 

THE ACCIDENT, ; 

a he cars whith had broken loose increased 
their speed as they approached the second or 
cege section, and probably had run a mile ba- 
jore they struck it. The engineer of the rear 
section saw the cars approaching, but only 
hagtimeto stop his train before it struck 
him. The brakeman on the loose cars tried 
to put on the brakes, but they had difficulty 
in rubning from car to car on account of the 
wegons, which impeded their 
progress, Had the engineer 
oi rear section ohly @ moment’s more time he 
could have backed his train,and avoided the 
calamity, but it was too late, and tha cars 
struck his engine with tremendous force, 
throwing the sleepers from the track and 
smashing them beyond recognition. 

More than 160 men were buried in the 
debris. The scene can hardly be described. 
The night was fearfully dark, and the 
groans of the men were appalling. The pso- 
ple in the rear section at once began the work 
of removing the men, five of whom were found 
dead and many others wounded and bleed- 
ing. 

Word was atonce dispatched to this city, 
and # train in charge of Superintendent 
Vining hastened to thescene, andthe dead aud 
wounded were brought tothis place. The 
work ofremoving the men trom the debris 
wes a sorry task. Following is a

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KILLED BY HIS SON. 


4&4 Son KuUls His Father with a Cart Stake ina 
Self Defense, 

Sovrpprince, Mass., October 4.—David Vin- 

ton, a farmer living on the outskirts of the 

town, was killed by a cart stake in the hands 


of his son David, aged thirty years, who lived 


with him. The fathér had been drinking a 
gocd deal, of late, and while drunk yesterday 
he attacked the son. Hethrew him down and 
wee choking him. When the son got free he 
struck his father with a cart stake on the left 
side of the head, splitting his skull 
open. The son came into town 


_apd gave himself up to deputy sheriff Jacobs. 


He had been picking apples and had driven 

up to the house with a load, when his father 
eppearcd in a very intoxicated condition and 
began to beat the borse with a cart stake. He 
interferred end his father attacked him. The 
young men then wrenched the club from his 
father’s bends and struck him, as he claims, 
in self-defense, the blow causing instent 
death. The young man left the body where 
it fell in the door yard and gave himself into 
custody. (Officer Jacob’s telephoned to Med- 
ical Examiner Brown, of Webster, and nobti- 
fied Selectman Wheeler, end then went to 
thescene of the affray with Undertaker Wil- 
iamsand young -Vinton. The body was 
found as it fell, on its back, with arms exten- 
ded. lt wes removed to the house. 
The housekeeper corroborated the story of 
the son, who appeared very much affected, 
and deeply regretted the result. He appear- 
cd like one telling a straiht story and impress- 
ed tbe officers with the truthfulness of his 
statement. The’ skull of the deceased man 
lesalong fracture or a series of fractures on 
the right side.

day by the sennonucement that W. BR. Jack- 
eon, astittant postmaster, had obsconded. 
Your correspondent, upon hearing the report, 
‘at once went to the postoflice and obtained the 
facts in the cage from J, CG Mathews, who has 
charge ofthe office in the abse 
master Black. 

For some time Mr. Jackson’s personal hab- 
ils have prevented, at times, the faithful per- 
formance of his officail duties. Last Thursday 
Major Black discharged him. He took no 
ofiense, and was to make up the 
night mail as his last “pficial 
act. The next day Mr. Mathews found in 
the cffice a postofiice order on Mobile for one 
hundred dollars, properly filled out, with 
Major Black’s name signed, all in Jackson’s 
bandwriting. This led toan investigation, 
It was found that fifty orders had been torn 
from the back of the order book, and fi {ty 
postal notes were also missing. Further in- 
vestigation showed that Mr. Jackson was not 
in the city. Major Black at once began to 
use the wires to forestall the payment of the 
fraudulent orders, and also to secure 
Jackson’s arrest. Upto twelve o’clock today 
he had not been apprehended, but it had been 
learned that his brother, James Jackson, had 
collected two hundred dollarsin Troy, Ala., 
and letters ofadvice had been received in 
Mobile to psy three hundred dollars to Will 
A. Jackson, who had not yet called for the 
money. Black has gone today to secure 
the arrest of Jackson’s brother.

“heecoundrelly princes of Persia, urged on 
by political jealousy against Daniel, have 
succeeded in getting a law passed 
that whosoever prays to God shall be put 
under the paw and teeth of the lions, 
who sre lashing themselves in rage and hun- 
ger up and down the stone cage:or, putting 
their lower jaw on the ground, bellowing till 
the earth trembles. But the leonine threat did 
not Hinder the devotions of Daniel, the co:ur 
de lie These enemies might as well have a 
law thattbeseun should not draw water, or 

batthe south wind should notsweep across 
a gerden of magnoliasor that God shouts be 
abolished. They could net scare him with 
the red hot furnaces. and they cannot now 
scare him with the lions. Assoon as Daniel 
hears of this enactment, he leaves his office of 
eecretary Of state with its upholstery of crim- 
son and gold, and comes down the white mar- 
ble steps and: goes to his own houee, He 
opens his window and puts the shutters back 
and pullethecurtains aside so that he can 
look toward the sacred city of Jerusalem, and 
then prays. I! suppose the people in the 
sireet gathered under and before 
bis window and said: ‘‘Juast See 
that man detying the law; he ought to be ar- 
rested.”” And the constabulary of the city 
to the police headquarters and report 
that Daniel is on his knees at the wide open 
window. ‘You are my prisoner,” said the 
officer of the law, dropping a heavy hand oa 
the kreeling Daniel. As the constables open 
the door of the cavern to thrust in their pris- 
oner, they see the glaring eyes of the mon- 
eters. But Daniel becomes the first lion-tamer, 
aud they lick hi hand and fawn at his feet, 
aud that night he sleeps with the shaggy mane 
of a wild besst for his pillow, while the king 
that night, sleepless in the palace, has on him 
the paw and teeth of a lion he cannot tame— 
the lion of a remorseful conscience, 

What a picture it would be for some artist. 
Darius, inthe early dusk of morning, not 
waiting for footman or chariot, hastening to 
the den, all flushed and nervous, and in des- 
habille, and looking through the crevices of 
the cage to see what hed beconie of his prime 
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ha! a Aleem 
ing after their horrid meal, tae boues of the 
poor man scattered across the floorot the 
cavern.”’ With trembling voice Darius calls 
out, “‘Daniel!’’ Noanswer, for the prophet is 
yet in slumber. But a lion, more easily 
swakened, adyances and with hot breath 
blown through the crevice seems angrily to 
cdemend the cause of this interruption, and 
then another wild beast lifts his mane from 
under Daniel’s head and the prophet, waking 
up, comes forth to report himself unhurt and 
well, 

But our, text standsus at Daniel’s window 
open toward Jerusalem. Why in that direc- 
tion open? Jerusalem was ,lis native land 
and all the pomp of his Babylonish successes 
eculd not make him forget it. He came there 
trom Jerugalem at cighteen years of age and 
he never visited it though he lived tobe 
eighty-five years. Yet when he wanted to 
srouse the deepest emotions ard grandest as- 
pirations of bis heart he had his window open 
toward his native Jerusalem. There 
sre many of you today who under- 
stand that without any exposition. This is 
getting to bea nation of foreigners. They 
bave come into all occupations and professions. 
They sitin all churches. It may be twenty 
years 9go since you got you# naturalization 
papers, and you may be theroughly Ameri 
canized, but you can’t forget the land of your 
birth and your warmest sympaties go out to- 
ward it.

Lut Daniel in the text kept this porthole of 
bis domestic fortress unclosed because Jerasa- 
lent was the capital of sacred influonces. 
There smoked the sacrifice. There was the 
holy of Holies. There was the ark of the céy- 
enant. There stcod the temple. We are all 
tempted to keep our windows ‘open on the op- 
posite side, toward the world, that we may see 
and hear and appropriate its edvantages.. 
Whatdoes the world say? What does the 
world think? What does the world 
do? Worshippers of the world 
instead of worshippers of God. Windows 
open toward Babylon. Windows open toward 
Corinth. Windows open toward Athens. 
Windows open. toward Sodom. Win- 
dows open toward the flats instead of open to- 
ward the hills. Sad mistake; for this world 
as a god is like something 1 saw the othor 
day inthe museum of Strasburg, Germany: 
The figure of a virgin in wood and iron, The 
victim in olden time was brought there and 
this figure would open its arms _ to receive 
him, snd once enfolded, the figure closed 
with a hundred knives and lances upon him 
and then afterward let him drop 
130 sheer feet down, So the 
world first embraces its idolaters, then closes 
upon them with many tortures and then lets 
them dropforever down. The highest honor 
the world could confer was to make a man 
Romenemperor, but out of the sixty-three 
emperors it allowed only six to die peacefully 
in their beda. The dominion of this world 
over multitudes is illustrated by the names 
of coins of many countries. They have their 
pieces of money which they call sovereigas 
and half sovereigns, crownsand half crowns, 
papoleons and half napoleons. Fredericks 
and double Fredericks and ducats and Isa. 
bellinos, allof which names mean not so 
much usefulness as dominion, The most of our 
windows open toward the exchange, toward 
the salon cf fashion, toward the god of this 
world. In olden times the length of the Eag- 
lich yard was fixed by the length of the arm 
of King Henry I, and we are apt to measure 
things by a variable standard and by the hu- 
man srm thatin the great crises of life can 
giveusnohelp.

THE PARTITION OF TURKEY. 

A week has but made if more probable 
that blood will be shed in the Balkan penin- 
sula before peace is regained. Bu'garia has, 
by annexing Roumelia, got what she wants, 
but Servia wants Macedonia; Greece wants 
all contiguous territory inhabited by Greeks; 
Austria proposes to fully annex Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, end also Novi-Dszar, and Lialy 
wants Tripoli, If these wants are met there 
will not be much left to divide. 

During the past week Servia has shown an 
King Milan has a 
very consideral army ready to move into 
Mecedonia, and unless the great powers re- 
strain him he will soon be proclaimed king 
of Macedonia, very much as Prince Alexan- 
der was proclaimed ruler of Roumelia. 
Greece has secured a large loan, andis arm- 
ing all available troops as rapidiy as possible, 
The Albaniansare also in reyolt. Turkey in 
Europe, in short, seems’ to be falling in 
pieces. 

Will the great powers siay the movement? 
This depends wholly upon the fact of agree: 
ment among themselves; and it seems very 
improbable that they will agree. Jiussia,in 
the first instaice, undoubtedly desires an 
union of the two Bulgaries, because then no 
Balkenrapge would check an adyance to 
Constantinop’e when she is ready to make 
one; butsheienot wholly satisiied to let 
Prince Alexander,a Hohenzollern, retain 
control of all Bulgaria. He has not proven 
very obedient in the past, end Russia dues 
not like te trast nim in the futare, Then 
there is Austria, who does not want any 
further Russian aggrandizvement in Tarkey, 
for she wants a road to the sea at Sa!onica, 
and plenty of territory along the route. S19 
expects the support, at the critical moment, 
of Germany and possibly of Engiand. Ilow 
can Austria and Russia therefore agree? 
Italy wants Tripoli, and thereare indications 
that she intends to takeit, and she will bs: 
apt to join hands with any power that will 
aid her to get it. Engiand is trying to settle 
the Eeyptian question and repress Russian 
advances. Germany stands behind Austria. 

With such conflicting interests among 
both the little and the great powers, how 
can an sgreement be reached’. It seems out 
of the question. Andif the great powers do 
not act unitedly and promptiy the entire 
Balkan country will be ablaze, for Greec:, 
Servia, Montenegro and Balgaria are allarm- 
ing, and all except the last named are ready 
to reiz> portions of the sick man’s territory. 
They propose togrowby annexation, and 
when they begin to mova Austria will. push 
towards Salonica, and the entire eastern 
question will be reopered; and it will be a

THE BOYCOTTIN IRELAND. 

The lapsing of the coercion act has un- 
doubtedly led to a.wery considerable increase 
in the practice of boycotting, eas & remedy 
fer both pelitical and individual troubles. It 
is, however, chiefly directed against the ten- 
ant farmers who pay their rent or who hgve 
taken evicted ferms,~or against landlords 
who will not lowertheirrents, Thenational 
lerngue does not accept rates named in the 
courts, but insistsin many cases on redac- 
tionsmorein accordance with the yield of 


the land and of jthe ability of the tiller of 
the soil to pay. 


Theconflict between landlord and tenant 
isa very biiter one, and there is not much 
moderation shown on either side. Theland- 
lords who formerly raised rents without just 
consideration of the claimgof the tenants,are 
pow told by thetenants thet they havera- 
duced the rents bs'ow those named by the 
Jand commissioners, and that they can ac- 
cept them or nothing. The tenantsare now 
asorbitrory as thelandlords formerly were. 
The landlords formerly evicied tenants with~ 
out mercy, and now the tenants boycott ob- 
noxious landlords and all who sustain them 
until lifeisaburdento them. This system 
is carried so far that thevictims are actually 
prisoners in their own castles, and not infre- 
quently they are compelled to surrender en 
account of lack of provisions. No one of the 
Irish people will sell or speak to or deal with 
the man who is boycotted, or with his fami- 
ly or his seryants,or with any one who 
speakstoone ofthem. The boycoitis arem- 
edy above and beycrd law, andit begins to 
givethe conservative government a great 
deal of trouble.
